It was a thundering news "break" 


®for yesterday's afternoon newspa- 


pers—but Governor Adkins never 
was able to obtain release of the 
story from the San Francisco fed- 
eral offices, and so yesterday's af- 
ternoon papers went to press with 
the Japanese story "frozen" on 
their type dumps. 


The formal announcement of the 


Japanese influx to Arkansas came 
in Ihis morning's papers, so that 
the news is now fair subject for 
comment. 


•It is no welcome news anywhere 


in Arkansas that Japanese are be- 
ing brought into one's home state. 
But it .is imperative lhat all our 
people understand the full circum- 
stances, and the need for exercis- 
ing caution and control of temper. 


In the first place, since this is an 


all-inclusive order removing per- 
sons of Japanese blood from the 
West Coast, it includes many Amer- 
ican-born Japanese who arc doubt- 
less loyal citizens. Justice demands 
that they be given fair treatment. 


Furthermore, our own feelings in 


the matter are simply another sac- 
rifice required by war. 
If it is 


dangerous to leave a class of peo- 
ple who might contain spies, on 
the West Coast, it is the obvious 
national duty lo place Ihem some- 
where in the interior where they 
can do Ihe Navy and merchant 
shipping no harm. And it is the 
duty of the interior states to co- 
pperale insofar as is humanly pos- 
sible. 


And finally, President Roosevelt 


has repeatedly warned all of us lo 
control our 
tempers 
If 
chance 


brings us in contact with enemy 
aliens.'' For, as he1 reminds us,' 
thousands "of Americans and our 
Brilish and Dutch allies are in 
Japanese 
prison 
or 
detention 


camps, and to these hostages of 
our own blood we owe scrupulous 
treatment to the enemy in our 
midst so that we aren't unwittingly 
the means of having our own people 
murdered. 


No more difficult problem ever is 


put before a people at war. But, 
also, il is one of the problems that 
war inevitably produces—and we 
must meet it as sharp-witted men,

The standing of congress with 


the public seems to sink lower al- 
most day by day. From an atti- 
tude of tolerance we have shifted 
to one of disrespect and, of late, 
contempt. 


Individual members of bolh hous- 


es sland oul above the general low 
level. We know, from 
personal 


acquaintance, thai congressmen re- 
presenl a fair cross section of Ihc 
American body politic. Yet as a 
nation we tend to have light regard 
for congress as a body. 


That is one reason why we re- 


elect, members whose conduct has 
offended us grievously. 
Except 


now and then, volers lake the at- 
titude it doesn't matter whom we 
elect. We have seen so many ap- 
parently good men degenerate in 
congress' craven 
attilude 
that, 


when election lime rolls around, we 
follow the easy course, and let the 
rascals stay in. 


There arc maTiy reasons for the 


sad decline in the repute of our 
congress. Most immediate of the 
superficial cxuscs, perhaps, is its 
long subserviency to the 
presi- 


dency. 


But congress would not have 


become a rubber stamp for the 
White House if its 'members as a 
group had not already ceased to 
be 
statesmen 
and 
transformed 


themselves into $10,000-a-year mes- 
senger boys. 


For years now congressmen have 


walked the slackwire among pres- 
sure groups. 


Beginning with 
a 
presumably 


sincere desire to further the in- 
terests of unfortunate or oppres- 
sed groups, congressional 
blocs 


have drifted inevitably into be- 
coming servants of the 
alleged 


"leaders" of special interests. 


But too often these "leaders" 


are phonies, self-seeking or mis- 
guided or both. So the bloc con- 
gressmen—which includes most of 
them—have been misled into work- 
ing for special interest benefits, 
antagonistic to the general wel- 
fare, which often the special in- 
terests do not really seek or want.

Essen Blasted 
Again by 400 


RAF Bombers 


London—(/P)—Strong British air 


squadrons blasted again at the mu- 
nition center 
of Essen Tuesday 


night mopping up areas which es- 
caped destruction in the 1,036-planc 
raid Monday night and striking at 
other objectives in the Rhur Val- 
ley, authoritative sources said Wed- 
nesday. 


While it was emphasized that the 


RAF struck in force an authorita- 
tive statement said Wednesday the 
scale of operation was non-com- 
parable with that of the previous 
night. 


Fourteen bombers were reported 


missing. This compared with 35 
lost in the Essen raid Monday night 
and 44 Saturday night in the Co- 
logne attack. 


(This would indicate about 400 


bombers used Tuesday night.) 


The air ministry communique 


said that besides "large fires" loft 
burning in Essen German docks 
were bombed at Dieppe and mines 
were laid in enemy waters. 
' 


The fact that smoke still was 


rising at Essen attested to the se- 
verity of the bombing of that city 
of blast furnaces, factories and 
mine-linked railways 24 hours ear- 
lier. 


Two,German planes gave London 


its first night alert since Novem- 
ber, scattering incendiaries. Au- 
thorities said they caused no dam- 
age. 


(The German command reported 


Tuesday that the English cathedral 
city of Canterbury 
was 
raided 


again Tuesday night and simultan- 
eously declared that RAF planes 
caused considerable damage in at- 
tacking the German city of Duis- 
burg, Rhurland neighbor of Essen. 


The high command said the Brit- 


ish lost 20 aircraft during the flight. 
.TJiey reported considerable dam- 
age by fire in residential quarters; 
and public buildings in the RAF 
attacks. 


Duisburg was cited especially.)

lery »nd some planes. 


The Chinese were said to be re- 


sisting strongly.

To Evacuate 10,000 Japs 
Into Southeast Arkansas 


San Francisco — (/P) — Establish-® 


menl of a reception center for the 
relocation of Japanese near Rohwer 
in Dcsha county of Southeast Ar- 
kansas was announced here late 
Tuesday by Lt. Gen. J. L. DcWill, 
commanding the Western Defense 
Command and (he Fourth Army. 


Selection of the site, the general 


said, was predicted upon absolute 
military necessity "in satisfaction 
of which relocation 6f evacuees in 
federal supervised projects inland 
is imperative." 


The center will occommodatc 10,- 


000 Japanese and persons of Jap- 
anese descent, already evacuated 
from their homes on the Pacific 
Coast and now in assembly centers. 


The Rohwer center will be super- 


visled by the War Relocation Au- 
thority and will be protected by 
Army Military Police. 


Restrictions Imposed 
Little Rock—Arkansas has con- 


sented to the location of 10,000 Jap- 
anese evacuees from the Pacific 
Coasl in Ihc state and they will be 
moved into a tract of between 10,000 
and 12,000 acres near 
McGehee 


within the next few weeks by the 
War Department, Governor Ad- 
kins announced Tuesday. ' 


Announcement of the establish- 


ment of the camp was made simul- 
taneously in San Francisco, Calif., 
by Lt. Gen. J. L. DeWitt, com- 
manding the Western Defense Com- 
mand and the Fourth Army. 


E. B. Whitaker, assistant region- 


al Farm Security Administration 
director, has been given a leave of 
absence for the duration and will 
be in charge of the camp. 


The camp will be established on 


the FSA's Kelso Farms and about 
1,200 acres of the FSA's Alluvial 


Farms near Rohwer, about 10 miles 
north of McGehee. The land is now 
unsettled timber land and was pur- 
chased by the FSA for post-war re- 
settlement use, Mr. Whitaker said. 


Temporary 
barracks 
will 
be 


erected for the evacuees, an esti- 
mated one-third of whom are said to 
be American citizens. 


Conditions for Operation 
Governor Adkins said conferences 


on the location of Ihc camp have 
been held wilh residents of the area 
for the past several weeks and that 
citizens of southeasl Arkansas have 
announced they are prepared to 
cooperate with the operation of the 
camp. 


Mr. Whitaker said the Japanese 


would be paid a small wage to pro- 
duce food for themselves. They al- 
so will produce anything that might 
be used by the army, and improve 
lands, Ihe benefit of which would 
accrue lo Ihe federal, state, and 
county governments. 
If a labor 


shortage arises in the area, the Jap- 
anese might be permitted to sup- 
plement the labor supply under cer- 
tain conditions, Mr. Whitaker said. 


Governor Adkins said he had re- 


ceived guarantees from the War 
Deparlmenl and the War Relocalion 
Authority that the camp would be 
under 
military guard, 
that the 


evacuees would not be permitted to 
compete with local labor, and that 
they would be removed after the 
war. They will not be permitted lo 
purchase land in Ihe area, he said. 


The 1940 census, showed there 


were only 10 Japanese in Arkansas. 
It is thought their arrival will con- 
stitute the largest mass migration 
in the state's history.

day between raids by 1,130 planes 
on Cologne Saturday night and the 
1.03G plane raid on Essen Monday 
night."

many against one or two targets 
in the future on each night suit- 
able for raiding.

It took seven 
months to arrive.

Washington — C. E. Randall of 


Chicago, vice president of Inland 
Steel and one of the most outspoken 
critics of the "union maintenance" 
alias closed shop issue which the 
War Labor Board will gel around 
to deciding one of these days, has 
revealed a formula for making 
liberals into bourbons. There isn't 
any particular trick to it—just a 
matter of letting Nature take its 
course after exposing under given 
conditions the individuals to be 
converted. In the case of Inland 
Steel, it has worked something like 
this: 


This company, like many others, 


tries to find bright young men and 
let them grow up in the industry. 
College graduating classes form 
one of the commonest recruiting 
grounds, and there young eng- 
neers, chemists, and students of 
economics and business adminis- 
.ration are hired and given a 
chance to show what they've got. 


Those youngsters come out of col- 


lege full, of ideals, sociology, liber- 
alism and all the new thought about 
the rights of labor to organize, bar- 
gain collec lively and assert its 
rights. So far so good, and harbor- 
ing these ideas apparently doesn't 
disqualify a young graduate from 
being hired, even by Inland Steel. 


The boy goes to work and, being 


interested in such matters, he runs 
into union practices. First oft is 
the grievance committee 
proce 


from Italy, typed in German, re 
quired only three weeks in~transit, 


dure. It is admitted by a good 
many employers that three-fourths 
of the bellyaches which come up 
in daily, weekly or monthly griev- 
ance meetings are justified, par- 
ticularly in expansive times like 
these when men are shifted to new 
jobs, when the pressure is on for 
more and more production, when 
foremen and junior supervisory of- 
ficials are inexperienced, and when 


plant operation constantly have to 
be readjusted. They're all to he ex- 
pected and they're taken. Thou- 
sands of one-man or one-crow work 
stoppages, 
sit-clowns or 
strikes 


come liking, last for two minutes 
or two hours, arc adjusted, and no 
one thinks anything about them. 


Then one day there comes a un- 


ion dues picketing. A "committee" 
from union headquarters will stand 
outside the plant gate, and as the 
men file by, the ones who haven't 
paid their dues, haven't joined the 
union and can't show n card arc 
stopped, led over to a car or down 
the alley and persuaded. Those who 
don't sign up are not permitted to 
go to work. 


May Mean Trouble 
It is perhaps natural that argu- 


ments .of this kind lead to scuffles, 
and scuffles lead to strong-arm tac- 
tics and strong-arm tactics lead to 
violence. Men driving to work have 
had their car windows and head- 
lights smashed, their fenders cav- 
ed in, their autos overturned and 
dumped in the ditch. In the Wai- 
Labor Board hearings on the In- 
land Steel case, there arc some 
pretty, sad pages of testimony from 
workers who have been beaten up 
in dues picketing parties and the 
records of the company give evi- 
dence of how production has been 
stopped by . not having sufficient 
crews to operate certain units on 
dues picketing days. 


But to get back to the young en- 


gineers. When these 
youngsters 


with all their theories go through 
just one dues picketing line, says 
Randall, it makes them bourbons
